1. A method of analysis of DNA sequence, comprising the steps of: 

degrading, by pyrophosphates, pyrophosphoric acid contained in a reagent used 

for extension reaction of a DNA primer hybridized to a target nucleic acid through a 

complementary binding, and/or degrading, by apyrase, adenosine 5'-triphosphate 

contained in the reagent; 

removing or inactivating the pyrophosphates and/or the apyrase in the reagent after 

the degrading step; 

conducting the extension reaction; and 

detecting pyrophosphoric acid generated by the extension reaction after the 
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
